The 
book recounts the author’s boyhood as a member of a prominent communist family 
in the Soviet Union, the imprisonment of his father during the purge trials in 1937, 
the author’s imprisonment and forced recruitment into the NKVD in 1939, his 
activities as Soviet intelligence agent, and his defection in Sweden in 1946 while on 
a secret mission there. 


This book is an expanded version of Granovsky’s previous book, "All 
Pity Choked, ’’ which was published in England in 1955. In fact, much of "All Pity 
Choked" is repeated verbatim in "I Was an NKVD Agent, ’’ including (page 179 
Granovsky’s allegation regarding a "rich old man living in the South of the 
United States" whose Soviet sympathies led him to adopt a Soviet agent as his 
According to Granovsky, this Soviet agent is now a rich man in his ,own right. In a 
monograph prepared in 1950, Granovsky claimed that this rich man had died in 
Texas in 1942. Investigation by the Bureau of all wealthy individuals who died in 
Texas around 1942 as well as the disposition of their fortunes failed to corroborate 
Granovsky’s allegation. (65-59643)
